The  fi-uroG  for  1941  have  not  yet  been  released  but  in  19V)  tnere  were 
approximately  2,000,000,000  pounds  of  r^jv.  canneiy  products  certified  in  the  entire 
nation.  Slightly  over  I05C  of  this  total  i^as  inspected  in  Ponnsyl.v-nia.  During 
1941  Pennsylvania  caaners  purchased  :31^  ,/^.0a,000  ^jounds  of  cannina  cr-ps  on  the 
basis  of  official  inapection.  This   ^/aa  the  hit^hest  for  a>r,  se-son  sine  the 
i^radine  vork  was  beaiui  in  19?7.

In  1941  most  existing  records  concerr^ing  th(3  growing  of  earner^;  tomato 
in  Pennsylvania  were  broken.  The  acreage  planted  20,600  surpassed  the  1940 
acreage  by  1,600  acres.   The  ave?-:;e  yield,  6.4  tons  per  acre,  was  .8  tons  more 
than  1940.  The  149,222,685  pounds  ;'raded  by  Stste  inspectors  was  41  million 
pounds  greater  than  the  1940  season  and  over  1  million  pounds  ("^reater  than  the 
1939  season.  The  percentage  of  U.  S.  Ilo.  I  stock,  67)^^  was  surpassed  in  1938  by 
an  average  of  68)u.
